I have received over 50 letters from individuals 
of your organization requesting action on behalf of 
Guillermo Martin Villalobos, who is currently 
imprisoned in Argentina. 

I want you to know that the U.S. Embassy in 
Buer.os Aires has expressed its concern about Mr. 
Villalobos to the 7'.igcntine Foreign Ministry's 
Working Group on iluman Rights. However, I regret 
to inform you that there has been no movement in his 
case and that Mr. Villalob-os is still in jail. 

The U.S. Government will continue to monitor 
the case of Mr. Villalobos as well as those of all 
detainees, and our concern continues regarding the 
general question of human rights in Argentina.
